THE INDIAN SERVICE. 
SECRETARY SCHURZ ON THE PROPOSED TRANS- 
FER. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 6.—The Joint Com- 
mission which is. engaged in considering the 
transfer of the Indian Bureau to the Military 
Department heard Secretary Schurz to-day. 
He disclaimed any personal desire to retain con- 
trol of the Indian service under the Interior 
Department. No branch of the Department’s 
business is so troublesome and thankiess. He 
thought the Indians were entitled to humane 
treatment, and that could only be tendered 
through the processes of civilization, education, 
and d treatment. The Seeretary quoted 
from t report of the Sioux Commission, 
signed by Gens. Sherman, Terry, Auger, 
and others, setting forth, in effect, that 
if peace with the Indians was required, 
the management of their affairs should 
be placed under the civil department 
of the Government. ‘ Now, I agree with these 
gentlemen on this point. There are a great 
many Officers of the army who have excellent 
ideas about indian affairs, but it is another 
thing to bring their ideas into practical effect.“ 
The military arm of the Government he did not 
consicer gifted with the patient labor required 
to place the hoe in the Indian’s hand and show 
him 

HOW TO ust IT. 

He denied very emphatically the red-tape sys- 
tem of reporting Indian outbreaks, which, i 
had been asserted, was required under the pres- 
ent administration of Indian affairs. When- 
ever a case arises where prompt action is neces- 
sary, he, in person, communicated with the Sec- 
retary of War or the General of the Army, as the 
case may be, thereby causing but very few 
hours’ delay im perfecting the necessary ar- 
rangements to meet the emergency, rather than 
months, as intimated by Gen. Sherman. He 
claimed that the demand for the transfer of 
the Bureau from the civil to the mili- 
tarv department was based upon as 
sumptions rather than upon facts. History 
will prove that the Indian Bureau is credited 
with Indian wars which in reality occurred pre- 
vious to its organization under the civil man- 
agement. The cause of a majority of these 
wars, in his opinion, is 

THE BREAKING OF TREATIES, 
together with the encroachment of greedy 
whites upon settlements ailotted to would-be 
peaceful Indians. He did not believe that such 
military officers as Gens. Sherman, Sheridan, 
and others desired war, but the subordinates, 
who had a reputation to make, were not so keen 
for peace, especially with the Indian race. 

„Army officers,’’ the Secretary said, in reply 
to a question by Gen. Hooker, who have been 
in charge of the Indian Agencies have been very 
faithful and efficient. heir duties were, how- 
ever,in connection with an unsettied state of af- 
fair, and not with a view to civilizing the In- 
dian.’”’ The Secretary advised placing the 
troublesome Indians on a reservation under 
martial law, and of increasing the number of 
the indian police force from 450 to 1,000 or 
1,200, ‘his force was very reliable and had ren- 
dered good servive. 

He said he had read in the papers a statement 
by Gen. Marcy that when in the War Depart- 
ment the Bureau was worked smoothly enough ; 
that there was no mismanagement, and, in fact, 
no suspicion of any. It was, in fact, as he had 
said, as if the angels had descended upon earth 
doing gentle miulstrations among the savages 
to lead them to a higher state of well- being, 
it was easily proved that this was 

FAR FROM BEING THE CASE. 
A report of the Committee of the House of 
Representatives, made in 1842, when the War 
Department had charge of Indian affairs, 
charged clerks with unpardonable negligence ; 
that the accounts showed an almost total want 
of method: that the accounts of expenditures 
were 80 carelessly kept as to farnish scarcely 
any traces of the expenditure of very large 
sums.

THE INDICTED. 
WHAT MAY BE EXPRCTED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 6.—The office of 
Supervising Architect of the Treasury bas not 
yet recovered from the excitement occasioned 
by the finding of the indictments in Chicago. 
Hill has temporarily retired from his office, but 
there can be no doubt that he privately has the 
sympathy and support of everybody connected 
with the office, or that Secretary Sherman him- 
self will do all that is possible to secure for 
him a fair trial.

RESUMPTION. 
INFORMATION WANTED. 

Speciai Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninoron, D. C., Dec. 6.—There have been 
numerous requests trom the West that the 
Secretary, of the Treasury should give a more 
detailed statement of his plan with respect to 
resumption than was contained in his annual 
report to Congress. Information of this kind 
is especially sought from Western States, where 
the commercial classcs do not yet seem to be 
certain of the methods or regults of resumption.

iv the success of resumption. Indeed, some of 
them who hitherto have expressed grave doubts 
on the subject, are now confident of the succevss- 
ful execution of the Resumption act.

1 However, with that army, when 
Shere Ali, about „ was almost driven des- 
rate and ran the risk of losing his throne, 
akoob stepped in, overturned his chief enemy, 
and placed his father securely upon the royal 
seat. The feats of the son opened the eyes of 
the father, who forthwith proceeded to establish 
such a force as should insure him against the 
perils he had passed through. 

His first step was the issuance of a species of 
conscription. Tothisthe natives objected; but. 
as the “survival of the fittest’ physically is a 
dominant doctrine in those lands, they nad to 
submit. The fiofantry was divided into some 
sixty regiments of the line, each regiment num- 
bering 650 men; while the cavalry were told off 
in sixteen regiments of four troops each, 100 
sabres to the troop.

Tautt, Nov. 22.—Thull on Wednesday pre- 
sented a singular spectacie, The town lies in a 
basin, surrounded by hills, and the whole of the 
available space so contained was crowded with 
tents, troops, and animals. Cavalry and riding 
horses, elephants and mules, ponies and camels 
were all mixed in seemingly inextricable con- 
fusion; and British and native troops, Sikh 
drivers and wild figures of Hillmen crowded the 
little valley. The greatest excitement prevailed 
during the aiternoon respecting the Ameer’s 
reply. The anxiety that the promised adyance 
should take place was general, but no one knew 
whether or no the Ameer had sent in bis sub- 
mission. Toward evening the news spread that 
the General had received a telegram in cipber 
from the Viceroy, and all sorts of reports and 
guesses as tothe nature of its contents were 
current through the camp. But at last it 
somehow became known that no reply 
from the Ameer bad been received, and that 
something would take place ct daybreak. The 
details of the plan were, however, kept a pro- 
found secret, and, as 1 could learn nothing, I 
mounted my horse at 4 d’clock and rode to the 
Khurum River, toree miles from Thull. The 
night was bright and fine and the stars remark- 
ably brilliant, but the air was bitterly keen and 
cold. The entrance to the bridge was blocked 
with bushes, and a sentry of one of the Pathan 
regiments was on guard on some boulder ram- 
parts, which had been thrown up at the head of 
the bridge. On a bill about 150 feet high—com- 
manding the bridge and Kapigon Fort opposite 
—was a picket station, and the sentry there 
shouted down to me that if I proceeded further 
he should fire upon me, as he had strict orders 
to allow po person, English or native, ry 
proach the bridge. There was nothing to do 
for it but to wait for daylight. I accordingly 
rode up to the ‘picket station and too« 
up my post there. Everything was periect- 
ly quiet. The Khurum beueath gieamed like 
a siiver thread winding through tha dimly out- 
lined hilis. No lights were visible, either inthe 
valley beyond or ip the fort of Kapigong, which 
was dimly visibie about a mile distant irom me. 
Presentiy there was a slight aud confused 
sound, a faint, distaut trampling, with the occa- 
sional jingle of steel. So slight was it, bow- 
ever, that it was vot until I saw a dark mass ap- 
proaching by the road along which I had ridden 
l was not certain that it was caused by the ad- 
vance of a column of infantry and cavalry. They 
halted at the foot of the picket hill, near the 
bridge, and remained there in profound silence. 
Just before daybreak Gen. Roberts, with his 
staff, rode up, and | found that the force below 
me constituted only a portion of that intended 
to advance on Afghan ground. At 3 in the 
1 a squadron of the Tenth Hussars, 
under Maj. 1 had quietly forded the 
Tharum a mile below the bridge, and had 
wound its way among the hills, coming down 
into the valley at some distance behind the fort, 
50 as to cut olf the retreat of its garrison. 

THE DEZERTED HOUSES. 

The infantry proceeded rapidly toward Kapi- 
gong in skirmishing order. The fort was silent 
and not a flash of a rifle showed from its walls. 
The gates were closed, but these were spredily 
burst open and the troops rushed into it, only 
to find it empty. The garrison must have fle 
but a short time previously. Probably, iu spite 
of the silence vreserved, the movements of 
the distant columns bad been heard by a acout, 
and hasty flight had at once taken place. The 
fires were still aligbt, aud haif-cooked food was 
lying on the ground near them. In one little 
room a Sepoy found three children covered over 
with rags. One of them, upon tinding that they 
were discovered, heid up a small string cage 
containing two partridges, to their captor, and 
offered it to him to spare their lives. It is un- 
necessary to say that the children were care- 
fully tended. Gen. Roberts then returned 
to Kapigonza, where a vast  encamp- 
ment was formed. There was more space 
here for such a gathering than there 
had been at Thull, and over the hills immediate- 
ly surrounding us the snowy tops of the Safeyd 

os range seemed in the ciear air to be quite 
close to us, On Thursday morning the cavalry, 
the mountain battery, and the Twenty-ninth 
Regiment advanced eight miles, to Hazara Pir, 
and F and A batteries, Royal Artillery, the 
Tweoty-third Panjeub pioneers, and a wing of 
the Fifth Punjaub infantry moved forward to 
Abmadshava. The natives at first fed at the 
approach of the troovs, but, finding that there is 
no intention of molesting them in any way, 
soon returned to their homes. Shere All has no 
adherents in this part of the country, as the 
veople have long been harassed and taxed by 
the Cabuleese, and are apparently well pleased 
at the pros t of coming under British rule. 
Thev already bring in supplies freely—a matter 
of considerable importance. Knormous convoys 
of camels, elephants, and mules were moving 
forward to the front, but the roads were in a 
wretched state and nothing like rapid marching 
will be possible.

Two 
well-known young meu from Cincinnati, sons of 
leading citizens, went to Germantown on a 
hunting expedition last Saturday night, They 
were casually acquaintad with Mrs. Schacfer 
and ber daughter Anme, baying met them 
while riding in the ompibus from 
Carlisle Station to Germantown. “In the even- 
ing, having discovered where Mrs, Schaefer and 
her daughter lived, they went down, hung 
around the house, and tried to foree an entrance, 
but Mr. Leighty, being. in the house, ordered 
them away. Mr. Schaefer being a violent man, 
it was feared that he would discover the fact, 
and, therefore, the matter was kept quiet, so 
as to ayoid trouble. Mr, Schaefer, 
however, discovered it by the article in 
the Enquirer. He was in Cincinnati at the 
time, and started for home at once in a great 
passion. When he arrived he met Mr. Leightyv, 
and accused him of being an accomplice with 
the Cincinnati' boys. Leignty replied; and 
Schaefer struck him. A struggle ensued, and 
Leighty drew a revolver, byt the bystanders 
separated them. Schaefer then threatened to 
make his wife and daughter suffer for it. 
Leighty, being urged to warn the women- 
tolks, went down to the house, and, while he 
was there, Schaefer came in, caught up a rock- 
ing-chair. end started after Leighty, who, belog 
unable to escape, drew his revolver and shot 
Schaefer through the brain. Schaefer was 
somewbat addicted to drink, and sometimes 
verv dissipated, but his family are among the 
best in the place. Mrs. Schaefer is 
a daughter of Mr. Wiliam Gunckel, of 
Dayton, and a sister of Mrs. William 
Ampt, of Cincinnati. Miss Annie Schaefer is 
an aceomplished young lady, and lived for 
several years in Cincinnati, where she attended 
the School of Design.

The New Orleans Subsidy Convention yes- 
terday finished its labors and adjourned, 
having accomplished everything for which it 
was brought together—that is, the recom- 
mendation of subsidies for everything and 
everybody who had an axto grind.

HAS SILVER BEEN REMONETIZED! 

The President said in his message that Sec. 
retary Surxman, while still holding the same 
views as before about the use of silver as 
money, had faithfully executed the law re- 
storing the silver dollar. We presume the 
President was convinced of this or he would 
not have said so; indeed, if he thought oth- 
erwise it would be bis duty to compel the 
Secretary of the Treasury to carry out the 
law or appoint another financial agent who 
would do so. A good many other people 
seem to labor under the same impression, 
and, believing that the Remonetization act 
has been tested, they have come to the con- 
clusion that it is a failure. The bullion 
value of silver pending the discussion of the 
act was such as to make the pure silver in 
the standard dollar worth about 92 cents in 
gold; the passage of the law seemed 
to have the effect expected, for the 
same amount of silver became worth about 
94 cents in gold. Since then, however, there 
bas been a decline in its value till it is now 
worth only about 86 cents in gold. This 
fact 1s cited to show that remonetization of 
silver in this country will not restore the 
equilibrium of values between gold and sil- 
ver; but the conclusion is necessarily found- 
ed on the assumption that remonetization 
has been fairly tried, and this is not true, 

The purpose of the Remonetization act 
was to restore the silver dollar to the mone- 
tary system of the country,—not in theory 
alone, but, as soon as a specie basis shall be 
reached, in practiceas well, It was designed 


Silver bill that the standard silver dollar 
should be brought into active circulation ; 
that was the object the people had in de- 
manding its remonetization; in one word, 
that was the only way in which 
silver could be actually remonetized. But 
this purpose has not been worked out, and 
the Secretary of the Treasury does not pro- 
pose to put any such interpretation upon the 
law. There could have been coined, under 
the provisions of the act, about $40,000,000 ; 
there has been actually coined only about 
$19,000,000. If Secretary SHERMAN says 
that the mintage capacity of the country 
during the first few months was not equal 
to the coinage of $4,000,000 a month, in 
connection with the other demands upon it, 
the answer is that the New Orleans mint 
could have been put in working order long 
before, and the deficiency of the first few 
months could have been supplied. But not 
merely has the Secretary of the Treasury 
confined the coinage of silver dollars to 
$19,000,000 when it should have been 
$40,000,000, but of the former amount only 
$4,000,000 are im actual circulation. This 
fact cannot be explained by saying that the 
silver will not circulate, whatever the 
pretext may be. It has no chance to 
circulate, because the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has not paid it out. He has not permit- 
ted the silver dollars to leave the Treasury 
vaults except when actually demanded in 
preference to other money. He announces 
his intention to pursue the same course in 
the future. Is that a faithful execution of 
the law? It is probably true that, during a 
suspension of specie-payments and while 
silver has with gold an exclusive function in 
the payment of duties, it would quickly flow 
back to the Treasury for customs payments, 
but the process of flowing out and flowing 
back would have been circulation. and this 
has been prevented by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

That the Remonetization act, as adminis- 
tered by Secretary Suexman, has not operat- 
ated to increase the bullion value of silver is 
not at all strange. The entire coinage of 
silver dollars since last February has not 
been equal to the product of the mines 
during the same period, and Amer- 
ican silver bullion has had to seck 
a market abroad. That is a condition 
of things scarcely calculated to increase the 
value of silver bullion in the London market, 
along with an abatement in the demand for 
India and continued supplies from the Ger- 
man demonetization. It is absurd to con- 
tend that remonetization has been fairly 
tested under these circumstances. Had Sec- 
retary Suzrmaw coined the 40,000,000 stand- 
ard dollars authorized by the law during the 
period that has elapsed since its passage, the 
current product of the American mines would 
have been exhausted, and there would have 
been a demand upon the old stock of silver 
bullion which might have offset the depress. 
ing influences exerted by the supply from the 
German market. He could have used all 
that, and much more if the law had permitted 
a coinage of more, had he treated the silver 
dollars as money and not as bullion. He 
could have paid them out to a certain 
proportion on all the imterest coupons re- 
deemed by the Government; he could have 
distributed them throughout the country in 
discharge of salaries in the customs, post- 
office, army and navy service; he could Lave 
paid the enormous salary-list in Washington, 
in part or in whole, taking his own sbare. 
Then there would have been at least a partial 
test as to the effect of American remonetiza- 
tion of silver. Indeed, a partial test was all 
that was possible under the law as it stands ; 
but even this has been denied by the prac- 
tieal nullification of the law which President 
Hares has been led to regard as faithful 
execution.” : 

Those who think that the Silver law has 


by the men in Congress who voted for the 


coins. In France there are $600,009,000 of 
silver in active circulation at par with gold 
and bank-notes, while only $4,000,000 of 
legal-tender silver has been permitted to get 
into the channels of trade in this country. 
Isn't it a farce to maintain in the face of 
these facts that remonetization has been a 
failure, or that it has been tried, or even 
that there has been any genuine remonetiza- 
tion? Before the influence of American re- 
monetization can be determined, it will at 
least be necessary to convince the world that 
there is a serious intention to use silver as 
money in this country, and that must be 
still a matter of a good deal of doubt in other 
countries in view of the American policy of 
the last eight months. 

IGNORANT OR VICIOUS, OR BOTH. 

About four years ago a Chicago gentle- 
man of wealth made a sale of property, re- 
ceiving in payment one hundred thousand 
dollars in money. He came into possession 
of the money in New York City, and, being 
well acquainted with Mr. Cox, President of 
the Clearing-House Association, sought his 
advice on the subject of investments. He 
said in substance, ‘‘How can I best and 
most safely invest $100,000?” Mr. Coz is 
reported to have replied promptly: ‘*Con- 
vert it into greenbacks and lay them away 
in a vault.” This incident throws a flood of 
light upon Mr. Cox's calibre as a financier. 
It shows, if Mr. Cox represents the pur- 
poses of the association of banks of which 
he is chief executive officer, the real reason 
of their late action in regard to the silver 
coinage of the country. Their object is 
plainly to make money as dear as possible 
and commodities as cheap as possible. 
Whether the Chicago capitalist followed the 
advice of Mr. Coz is not important, Sup- 
pose he did not, but made a 44 
per cent investment. The net result 
in 1878, compounding the interest annually, 
in round numbers is $124,500, Here is an 
increase by use of $24,500, or a fraction over 
24 per cent for the whole term.. What would 
have been the increase under the plan pro- 
posed by Mr. Con, as gauged by the relative 
value of commodities?. In 1874 pig-iron 
was worth about $40 per ton. With his 
$100,000 in 1874, the Chicago capitalist 
could have purchased 2,500 tons of pig-iron. 
But with his $100,000 in greenbacks drawn 
from the vault in 1878 he can purchase 
5,882 tons of pig-iron. Here is an increase 
in the value of the capitalist’s idle green- 
backs, as represented by the shrinkage in the 
value of pig-iron, for the whole term, of 70 
per cent. To make the illustration still 
more striking, let us suppose that the owner 
of the 2,500 tons of pig-iron decided in 1874 
to store it in warehouse and let it 
lie idle, and that the Chicago cap- 
italist decided to pursue the same 
course with his $100,000 in greenbacks. 
The owner of the pig-iron finds, in 1878, tuat 
his property, which was worth exactly as 
much as that of the Chicago capitalist in 
1874, is now worth but $42,000, while that 
of the Chicago capitalist is worth an even 
$100,000. Mr. Coz’s advice was equivalent 
to a prediction that from that time on com- 
modities would decline in price a greater 
percentage than any rate of interest the 
capitalist would likely be able to secure on 
any safe investment. And he was right. We 
have shown that pig-iron declined 70 per 
cent in four years. It is a fact that mess 
pork declined nearly 50 per cent in the same 
time; and the average decline of commodi- 
ties for the period named is not less than 35 
per cent, It follows that Mr. Cox's advice 
was sound. But on what state of facts did 
he base his calculations? Doubtless, silver 
having then lately been demonetized 
by Germany and the United States, 
he assumed (1) that the conspiracy to 
drive silver from use as money through- 
out the civilized world would prove 
entirely successful. (2) That the Resump- 
tion law of 1875 would be carried into effect 
on Jan. 1, 1879. (3) That such resump- 
tion would make greenbacks the equivalent 
of gold. (4) That, by virtue of this chain of 
circumstances, the legal gold dollar being in- 
creased in value by reason of its enlarged 
use, Owing to the disuse of silver as money, 
would render it greatly more valuable as a 
measure of the values of all other commodi- 
ties, including the commodity silver. Judg- 
ing Mr. Cor by his advice to a capitalist to 
hoard greenbacks, it may be assumed that 
his only object in sustaining the exclusive 
gold standard in preference to the double 
standard—gold and silver—is to inerease 
the value of the dollar, and so to depreciate 
the value of all other commodities. If this 
be true, it may be assumed with equal as- 
surance either that Mr. Coz knows nothing 
of the science of money and its legitimate 
functions, that he is a mere usurer, or that, 
knowing what the logical results of the scheme 
of the single gold standard crusaders 
must be, he desires, through his position at 
the head of the Bankers’ Association of New 
York City, to force gold into exclusive use as 
money in order the more easily to plunder 
the labor and industrial classes of the com- 
munity for the benefit of the money and 
credit holding classes. We are inclined to 
the opinion that both these assumptions are 
true,—that Mr. Coz is both ignorant and 
vicious. 


“THE DEBLOR'S OPTION.” 

The debtor's option.” so-called, is a 
phrase which has excited the New York 
Times into a very frenzy of epithets. The 
fact that Tae Curcaco Tarox has recently 
pointed out thatthe option thus defined is 
the very essence of the double standard 
seems to have led the Times to think that 
there is something new about the proposi- 
tion, and it denounces as a villainy what was 
always practiced in this and every other 
country under the double standard, viz.: the 
choice of either com on the part of the per- 
son making a payment, It has remained for 
the Times to discover dishonesty in a practice 
that received the approval of law and com- 
mercial probity in this country for a whole 
century. There must be a new code of 
ethics to accommodate the clique of money- 
lenders, and the Times is ready to furnish it. 
In preparing this code, that journal has 
compiled a remarkable mass of misstate- 
ments, a small part of which may be found 
in the following extract : 


The impossibility of apholding a double standard, 
if these views orevail, is too manifest to call for 
remark. Give every creditor the option of 
paying his debts in gold coin worth 100 cents, or 
u siiver coin worth 85 cents, and there will reali 
be no room for choice.

is not “ignored in the transaction,” because 
he loaned the. money, and with the 
understanding that he should be repaid in 
the cheapest money ; that is the very nature 
of a double standard. (2) He did not pay 
gold for his bonds”; for the most part he 
paid depreciated paper money for his bonds, 
but when he paid in metal money at all prior 
to 1873 he paid gold, because gold was the 
cheaper of the two standards then prevailing. 
(3) He was not “ promised gold payments 
in return,” but promised payment in coin ; 
if he assumed that his bonds would be paid 
in gold and not in silver, the assumption was 
based on the fact that gold was the cheaper 
of the two. (4) The great massof out- 
standing loans was not made in greenbacks 
‘‘which were nearly at par with gold,” but 
in greenbacks at a frightful discount; this is 
especially true of the ivast amount of the 
public debt. But, if such were the case, he 
will receive, if paid in silver, the amount of 
money exchangeable fr more property 
than the same amount of. gold would 
have bought at the time he loaned 
depreciated paper. 5) Resumption in 
gold was not solemtiy promised.” The 
language of the Resumpjion act is that on 
and after the first da of January, A. D. 
1879, the Secretary of t e Treasury shall re- 
deem in coin,” eto, et Congress and the 
people meant gold or jgjilver, for it was not 
then known that a suspgpsion of silver coin- 
age had been made to operate as a perma- 
nent disuse of silver toy monetary purposes. 

Though the option: "of payment has been 
called the debtor’s optign because the money- 
lending class have sought to defeat it, it is 
an option employed by all classes whenever 
there exists more than ohe kind of money. 
The present creditor dass do not go out of 
their way to secure gold for the payment of 
taxes for which greenbacks are receiveble. 
But the effect of the option is to equalize 
values in the double standard, and to pre- 
vent an unnatural contraction and oppressive 
scarcity of money. Under the double 
standard, the creditor would avail himself 
of this option in all his purchases and 
in all new loans. If gold is the dearer by 
reason of a deficiency in the supply, he will 
operate on a silver standard; if silver is the 
dearer, as it was in this country for a long 
period prior to the demonetization thereof, 
he will operate ona gold basis. But the 
natural impulse of all men to use the more 
available currency tends to check the corners 
on either metal, and to counteract the tempo- 
rary influences that might otherwise increase 
the purchasing value of either metal stand- 
ing alone. The option pertaining to the 
double standard is a constant check upon 
the fluctuation of prices. 

The editor of the Times maintains that the 
silver dollar is worth only 85 cents. But the 
American silver dollar is worth 3 per cent 
more than the French silver coins, and, on 
his theory, a silver five-franc piece is only 
worth a little more than four francs. To 
carry out his theory, then, every man in 
France who discharges a debt or pays for a 
purchase in silver is a scoundrel and a knave. 
As there are $600,000,000 worth of silver 
coins in France, nearly all legal-tender and 
nearly all in actual circulation, a good many 
people must be making purchases and pay- 
ing debts in silver. If the Times editor were 
publishing a paper in France and should un- 
dertake to designate all these people as 
scoundrels and knaves, the probability is that 
he would spend most of his time in prison, 
where the mass of scoundrels and knaves in 
France who are availing themselves of the 
debtor’s option” are accustomed to consign 
public libelers. 
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SUN-SPOTS AND BUSINESS. 

The despair of astronomy is the use of 
the sun-spot. Astronomers, without regard 
to age, condition, or sex, are agreed upon 
the existence of the spot. They also con- 
cede that these spots reach a maximum in 
cycles of ten years. As astronomy is noth- 
ing if not precise, the term may be stated 
at 10 46-100 years. Just at this point, how- 
ever, with the obstinacy and perversity 
pecwiar to the class, they commence to di- 
verge, some claiming that the presence of 
sun-spots in maximum produces hot weather, 
and others that it produces cold weather. 
As there will be another maximum at or 
about the year 1881, we are accordingly left 
in a perplexity of doubt whether at that time 
we shall be burned up with heat or frozen 
with cold. Prof Jevows, with a charming 
disregard of the doults in the case, has 
established a theory that sun-spots are in 
some mysterious way connected with com- 
mercial panics, and that when the 
spots are numerous the market values shrink 
up and panic ensues. He makes no account 
of the fact that commercial panics have their 
maxima in cycles, and that these cycles may 
correspond with those of the sun-spots, 
which would bring his argument down to 
the absurdity of the popular fiction that 
tomatoes produce cancer because some peo- 
ple who eat tomatoes have died with that 
disease, 

The whole business is an embarrassing one. 
The President in his message has informed 
the country that we are entering upon an 
area of good times and general business 
prosperity, when along comes Jrvons and in- 
sists that sun-spots determine panics, which 
will make the next panic due in 1881. Again, 
in the face of the declaration of one class of 
astronomers that sun-spots produce periods 
of great heat, we have had during the 
past summer a most remarkably heated 
term,—a term so hot that St. Louis was al- 
most burned up, and nearly all her popula- 
tion came to Chicago,—and yet there was 
nothing the matter with the sun in the way 
of spots. As in the case of some children, 
there was hardly a measle made its appear- 
ance and the attack was very light. 

But, whether the sun-spots have anything 
to do with the existing condition of things 
or not, we have reason to be satisfied with 
it. The summer heat produced an abundant 
crop, and has knocked prices down.. We 
have had a warm and delightful fall, and 
now we are fairly past Thanksgiving and 
almost up to Christmas and the ground is 
not yet fairly frozen. The thermometer has 
ranged higher than at any time du:ing the 
past twenty years, and although the obfuscat- 
ed muskrat has built his house doubly strong 
this year, and the disgruntled goose has lit 
out with absurd haste, there is a fair prospect 
that we shall not suffer much, having already 
less than three months ahead of us before we 
reach the lengthened days and warmer sun. 
The effect of all this has been a saving in the 
expenses of living, such as coal, clothing, 
furs, and other necessities which a cold fall 
would have imposed. It has opened the 
way for the continuanee of out-door employ- 
ment even into the winter. It has saved 
much out-door relief. It has made the poor 
comfortable, and, if its value could be com- 


| puted in money, it would reach millions of 


dollars. In all this there is great encourage- 


THE PACIFIC RAILROAD EXTORTIONS. 

The exactions and extortions of the Union 
panies in the way of charges for freight and 
passenger transportation have reached that 
point that it becomes the duty of Congress 
to interpose the national authority to protect 
the public. These roads are simply rapacious. 
They defy the law and the Courts, and, rely- 
ing upon the protection of Jar Gobi, con- 
fidently do what they please, in utter con- 
tempt of all protests and complaints. We 
printed yesterday a statement showing some 
of the enormous exactions made by these 
Companies. The charge from Omaha to San 
Francisco for passengers is at the rate of five 
cents per mile, while the average rate on all 
roads east of Omaha does not exceed three 
cents per mile, and for long distances is per 
haps less than that, : 

It is, however, upon freight transportation 
that the extortions are more striking and 
grievous. The longer the distance the less 
the cost of transportation per mile. The 
distance from Omaha to San Francisco is 
1,916 miles. On first-class. goods,—cottons, 
woolens, silks, etc.,—the rate from Omaha to 
San Francisco is $4.25 per 100 pounds. This 
ig about five cents perton per mile, The 
rate on this class of goods from Chicago to 
San Francisco is $5 per 100 pounds, for which 
the road from Chicago to Omaha (500 miles) 
gets 75 cents and the Pacific Roads $4.25. 
The Chicago road gets three cents per ton 
per mile and the other road about five cents 
per ton per mile. Nor is this all. Unless 
the shippers and consignees sign contracts to 
move ad their freight by the Pacific Railroads, 
they have to pay $10 per 100 pounds, or at a 
rate exceeding 10 cents per ton per mile. 

On flour, which is generally classed as grain, 
the rate from Omaha to San Francisco is 
$2.50 per 100 pounds, or $5 a barrel, or at 
the rate of .260 per ton per mile; but in 
the absence of a general contract to ship all 
goods by these roads the rate will be five 
cents per ton per mile, or $10 per barrel for 
moving flour from Omaha to San Francisco, 
The rate on all roads running east of Omaha 
rarely if ever exceeds one cent per ton per 
trite on this ¢lass of goods, but is often much 
less. Thus on grain and flour tbe rate be- 
tween Chicago and Omaha, by the lowa 
pool lines,—including the Northwestern, 
Rock Island, and Burlington Roads, —is 25 
cents per 100 pounds, or one cent per ton 
per mile, and the same rate is made between 
Chicago and the Mississippi River points,—St. 
Joseph, Kansas City, and Leavenworth. On 
corn the rate is 20 cents per 100 pounds, or 
eight mills per ton per mile. From Chicago 
to New York the rate on grain and flour is 
85 cents per 100 pounds, the distance being 
930 miles. The summer rate was from 20 to 
25 cents per 100 pounds, or about five mills 
per ton per mile. Let us state these various

The rate from Chicago to Omaha included 
$10 per car on all freight crossing the Omaha 
bridge. The Supreme Court of the United 
States decided that the eastern terminus of 
the Union Pacific Railway was on the Iowa 
bank of the Missouri River, and that the 
bridge was a necessary part of the road. 
Nevertheless, the Union Pacific Railway 
Company demands and exacts a toll of $10 
per car on all cars from the east crossing 
that bridge, and that toll has to be paid on 
all cars going west from Chicago and the 
East. 

The charge of five cents per ton per mile 
on merchandise, when the charge on the 
same goods from New York is but 1§ cents, 
is nothing less than robbery, without the 
slightest pretense of justification. The road 
from Omaha to San Francisco cost no more 
to construct than the Eastern roads, 
and even the actual cost was paid by 
the Government. The roads were built 
at the cost of the country. The cost 
of operating the Pacific Roads is not 
any greater, if it be as great, as that of the 
Eastern roads. The Companies have large 
annual surpluses, and are voting themselves 
large dividends on stock which has practical- 
ly cost them nothing. All appeals to the 
rvason and the justice of the managers have 
been treated with contempt. These roads 
bid the country defiance, They feel secure 
in their monopoly, and depend on corrup- 
tion to sustain them in their robbery of the 
public. The Commissioners, appointed nom- 
inally to represent the United States, are of 
no possible protection either as guardians or 
as witnesses. Fraud finds them blind, and 
corruption finds them asleep. The greatest 
and latest of achemes to avoid paying the 
debts of these Companies finds a friendly 
and sympathetic support from the Commis- 
sioners, who are supposed to defend the 
public interests. 

There is no remedy but in the exercise of 
national authority. The question of power 
is no longer an open one. The Supreme 
Court in a score of cases has determined that 
the power of legislative control is inherent 
and inalienable. It is the duty, therefore, of 
Congress to exercise this power now. That 
Senator and Representative who will pre- 
pare a well-digested bill, establishing a max- 
imum rate of tollfor the transportation of 
passengers and freight over all the roads con- 
structed or to be constructed west of the 
Miscouri River, placing that maximum at a 
rate equal to that at which roads east of the 
Missouri River do business at a profit, will 
merit the thanks of the whole American 
people, The theory of building a third road 
by subsidy that there may be competition 
is fallacious. A third road does not 
mean competition; it means a combi- 
nation and a stronger monopoly. There 
is nothing left for the protection of the 
robbed and plundered people save the 
interposition of authority. The law must 
place a limit on extortion, and that limit 
must be enforced by penalties sharp, severe, 
and summary. The Railroad Commissioners 
should be discharged—dismissed. They are 
merely perfunctory dead-heads, without 
power and without any disposition to be of 
any possible utility. Let the law establish. 
ing rates be enacted, and its execution 
placed in the hands of the Secretary of the 
Interior, with full power to enforce it 
prompily and efficiently. The struggle is 


HOW SILVER WAS DEMONETIZED. 
It may seem like threshing over.old straw 


1873 and 1874. But a correspondent in an- 
other column maintains the former proposi- 
tion in answering a question by a ‘‘ Farmer” 
through the medium of Taz Trisvunz. His 
statement of the history of demonetization 
is so inexact and misleading that it calls for 
correction, and that is our exouse for recur- 
ring to the subject at this time. 

The demonetization was accomplished by 
two acts,—the first by the bill whieh” J. 
P.“ says was printed thirteen times.” It 


was entitled “A bill for the better regula- 


tion of the Government mints and other 
purposes.” There is no bint or intimation 
in this title that demonetization of the old 
standard silver dollar was proposed. If the 
object was to remove silver from the list of 
coins thereafter to be minted, it should have 
been stated; a change of so much impor- 
tance should not have been hidden under a 
title that gave no clew tothe intention, The 
Mint Reorganization bill was very long and 
very dry reading to the average Congress- 
man. The avowed scope and purpose of the 
bill was to revise and codify a multitude of 
mint acts scattered up and down the statutes 
for a period of eighty years’. legislation, 
many of them conflicting and obscure. 

As far as we have been able to trace its 
history in Congress, the bill was never even 
once read through in the hearing of either 
House, the members being too impatient to 
listen to its numerous and dry sections. 
After it passed the House there was not a 
section of it read in the Senate,—it went 
through on assuranoe of the Chairman of 
the Finance Committee that it was all right. 
But the bill, in point of fact, did not de- 
monetize the silver dollar. It simply omitted 
it from the list of coins to be minted. The 
trade dollar was slipped in and made a 
legal-tender for $5, and by the aet of July 
13, 1876, this legal-tender power was slipped 
out of it. It was the statute-codifiers who 
stealthily and fraudulently demonetized the 
standard silver dollar and unit of 
value in the Revised Statutes of 
1874, a year or more after the 
act of Feb. 12, 1873, had dropped out the 
silver dollar from the list of silver coins fo 
be minted. It was in this codification of 
1874 that gold was declared to be the mone- 
tary standard and unit of value. Then it 
was that the silver dollar as the American 
standard of value was. dethroned. The 


statute-codifiers had no legal right to create 


new laws, or repeal existing laws, or change 
them. Hence their act demonetizing silver 


was fraudulent and surreptitiously done. As 


late as the 9ih of April, 1876, Senator Maxzr, 
of Texas, asked Mr. Joun Suenman in the 
Senate, and then Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Finance, whether any bill had passed 
demonetizing silver. In response to that 
question Senator Sun replied that no 
law had passe] demonetizing the silver dol- 


lar! That yag three years after tha peasage 
of the bill. Tt may be that’ Join Sinan 
was not aware at the time of the trick that 
had been played on silver by the codifiers of 
the statutes in 1874, who finished by stealth 
the demonetizing conspiracy, the first part 
of which had been clandestinely passed in 
the innocent-looking bill for the better 
regulation of the Government mints.” 


Last February, shortly before the passage 
of the Silver bill over the veto, a discussion 
arose in the Senate as to how the provision 
in the Mint act omitting the coinage of the 
standard silver dollar slipped through the 
House unobserved, and the following col- 
loquy occurred :; 

Mr. BLIAIxx said he had received numerous in- 
quiries upon a point that had been magnified into 
importance, viz.: the question whether the bill of 
1873 was read, and said that the official Globe said 
the reading of the bill was begun. ana, later, Mr. 
McCormick called forthe reading of the eighteenth 
section again. A dispatch in the New York 7rid- 
unes said the bill was read. 1 an hour, 
and the files of the Washington Nepudtican and the 
Chronicle, in their reports, said: The bill was 
read at length. and then passed under a suspension 
of the rules. It would be found that the subject 
was not as well understood then as now; the silver 
dollar was not in circulation then, and no one saw 
the effect of the act. It would be quite as well if 
they all acknowledged their ignorance. He desired 
that no stain should rest upon the name of one 
now in his grave, who, when in the House, was the

Thus it. was in the bili for “‘ the better 
regulation of the Government mints,” and 
by the statute-codifiers’ illegal trick, that 
one of the most injurious acts ever passed 
by Congress got into the statutes, and when 
the rascally act was discovered an almost 
universal outcry went forth for its abroga- 
tion. 

But the mischief has yet been only half 
undone. The silver dollar is byt partially 
restored to its old place as the American 
standard and unit of value. The restoration 
must be completed.

BL Aer, Ireland, Oct. 81.—I went out about 
half a dozen miles to Lisburn to see the flax 
thread works of WILLAax Barpour & Bons, the 
house so well known in America under the style 
of Barbour Brothers. In the three manufacto- 
ries of the house they employ nearly 4,000 hands, 
and consume 3,640 tons of flax a year. 

The firm has just received THE GRAND PRIZE 
and gold medal of the Paris Exposition for their 
fine display of threads. This is the only prize of 
this grade given to any linen-manufacturer in 
Great Britain, and the only one in any line com- 
ing to Ireland. 

The case ot goods shown by William Barbour 
& Sons at Paris is twelve by five feet in size, 
black ebony, picked out with gold, and its con- 
tents give a very good idea of the variety of the 
manulactures of the firm. There are shoe and 
saddiers’ threads in balls and of all colors, sole- 
sewing threads, twines, lines, etc., in balls, 
spools, and hanks, and in nearly a thousand va- 


rieties. There are also exposed nine medals

CHARTER OAK. 


The Geotiamen Whose Affairs Are @ Little 
Complicated Congratulating Themselves 
that They Are Not in Scotiand. 

Speeiai Diapaich te The Tribuna 
Hanrrorp, Conn., Dec. 6.—The Charter Oak 

Insurance Company trial to-day witnessed an- 

other series of legal tilts, in wnich counsel for 

the conspirators gained advantages of signal 
importance. On the opening of Court, Juage 

Haney gave a lengtby ruling on the question 

whether the alleged offenses (conspiring to de- 

frau policy-holders, etc.) were high misde- 
meavors or simple misdemeanors in the Con- 
necticut statuces, the point being that, if the 
former, the statute of limitations would admit 
evidence of all acts only witnin three years, 
and, if the ‘latter. onl¢ those. within a single 
year before the bringing of the suit. in the 
latter instance the most important tes- 
timony relied upon by the prosecution 
would be barred. The Judge’s ruling is 
regardéd as favorable to the defense. He said 
that be must be guided by the practice of the 
Supreme Court of Errors iq regarding as high 
misdemeanors only those things akin to felo- 
nies, and, while the statutes prescribed many acts 
that are felonies, none of the acts alleged to 
have been done in pursuance of the conspiracy 
are so designated in the statutes. Cunsequent- 

A. if the acts were only punishable as simple 

eanors At best, it de not gupppeabie that 

r to do those acts can be any greater 

offense. Therefore, those acts may appear 

to be rather im the light of private 
wrongs, to redressed by suits 
of a private character. He would not venture 
to antieipate future legislation op the subject, 
nor did be think it proper tor the judiciai de- 
partment to arrogate to itself functions ap- 
partainipg to the Legislature, by attempt lug to 
extend tne limits of the definition of misde- 
meanors. In concluding. the Court took every- 
body by surprise by stating bis preference that 
the question of the exact character of the 
offense be decided by the Supreme Court. and 
that. in. the meantime, to save any prejudice 
to the prosecution, it would be best to go on 
with the.evidence fn the case. The suggestion 
by the defense that the trial. be postponed until 
the question shouid be decided by tre higher 
tribunai was declined by the prosecution. At 
this juncture the question whether the Charter- 
Oak Company was properly designated in the 
indictment was raised, and the Court decided it 
was not. Counsel for the State asked leave to 
make the pecessary amendments, whereupon 
the defense raised the question that there could 
be no prosecution under altered counts, for the 
reason that the alterations made them as new 
indictments, now for the first time filed, and 
that the offenses alleged occurred within the 
statutory limitation. Counsel for the prosecu- 
tion, apprehending that this was in readiness, 
made a strong argument that the charges were 
immaterial, working no injury to the accused. 
and might, therefore, be wade at the discretion 
of the Court, without prejudice to the case. 

To this the defense rejoined,that whatever bene- 

fited the prosecution injured them, and they 

should insist on their legal rights. Arguments 
on this question continued till the hour of ad- 
jouramient to Monday next.

A Rosy View of Things in the 
. Shenandoah Valley. a 


Its Fine Climate, the Crops It Can 
Raise, and Other Advantages. 


Specia! Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Srnasnund, Va., Nov. 20. —ſu my former let- 
ters I have endeavored to give your readers my 
impressions in regard to the general appearance 
and customs of the people who have their homes 
in the Valley of Virginia, and incidentally allud 
ing to the advantages of climate, soil, and loca- 
tion which they enjoyed. I have not obtained 
@ superficial idea by simply judging of the coun- 
try and its people by looking through car-win- 
dows, and conversing with people who congre- 
gated about the depots, bat have traveled upon 
their highways, walked over their farms, and, 
from conversation with the cultivators of the 
soil in thei fields, and in their homes, 
have endeavored to gather all possible 
facts to enable me to correctly judge of 
the comparative advantages and disadvan- 
tages of cultivating the soil and living among 
this people; and, from the information I have in 
this way obtained; I submit my conclusions to 
your readers. One of the principa 1 reasons tnat 
wenld induce me to settle here as 4 farmer in- 
stead of atthe West, is the difference in the 


character of the neighbors [ should. have, in 
education and refinement, and that the im prove- 
ments in roads and educational institutions 
which this generation must build at the West 
are already constructed here, and but tittle 
debt left upon the people. 

The Shenandoah Valley proper extends from 
Harper’s Ferry southwest to Staunton. 130 
miles. andis ed exclusively by an agricult- 
uraicommunity. Ofcourse in Winchester and 
afew of the towns there are a iew 
m ng establishments, but they are 
small.  I°was nerer among a people 80 
universally agricultural and so generally well- 
to-do, with but few who are very wealthy, and 


fewer who are very poor, and their small pauper 
i , sastain the truth of

I have never seen any finer climate anywhere 
than bere. The North Mountain extends from 
the Potomac to Staunton, and the Blue 
runs parallel with it, but cast of it, leaving t 
Sterandoah Valtey between, varying in width 
irom twelve to thirty miles, the mountains 
breaking the bleak winds of winter, and giving 
a pure, atmosphere in summer. The 
ties are as green as in summer, and the stock 
is in juxeriant feea in pasture. From what I 
saw and learned, stock will sustain itself in pe 
ture some four weeks earlier in spring and four 
weeks later in autuinn than in Northern Illinois, 
—an t consideration to the feeder, de- 
mauding less foraye cut. and less buildings to 
hold it. A greater variety of crops can be 
raised than with us, and they van raise every- 
thing that can de raised io Illinois, and in as 
great abundance. Grapes, beaches, and pears 
grow. in perfection, and apples are a certain 
crop. I did not sce au acre of waste fand in 
going the whoic length of the valley, and have 
never seen core er wheat finer anywhere, It is 
almost impossible to find a farm of 100 acres 
without one or more elegant springs of pure 
water, and clear brooks running through them. 
Most farms have groves of oak and hickory 
upon them. Tuere is plenty of stone for build- 
jug purposes, and one sees many fences of 


stone. 

AJthough this section bas been cultivated for 
almost a century. its enormous crops bear evi- 
deuce that it bas not greatly deteriorated. It is 
limestone land, and the stone in its disintegra- 
tion recuperates the soi] most wonderfully. The 
catcle and sheep, which are kept very extensive- 
ly ip the rich pastures, were all fat enough for 
toe market. Being trom 80 to 150 miles from 
such markets as Baltimore and Washington, 
their productions sell readily and at good prices. 

Ine road trom Harper's Ferry to Staunton, 

made of broken stone, is one of the finest I ever 
rode over, and such towns as Charlestovn, Win- 
chester, Newtown, Strasburg, Woodstock, 
Mount Jackson, New Market, Harrisonburg, 
and Stauton lie directly upon it. They are all 
thriving towns and cities, and have a homelike 
appearance to a stranger. Lexington, the hand- 
somest town of the whole South. lies some 
thirty miles still further up the valley. Here 
was the home of Stonewall Jackson, whose 
name is revered more highly by these Virginians 
than that of any otber Contvderate General. 
Here is the Lee and Washingion College and 
the Virgimia Military tnstitute. The highway 
from Staunton to Lexington is claboratety 
built, and kept in perfect repair, winding among 
green hills and along beautiful valleys. 
I do not think there is a more beautiful drive 
in this Republicthan this one is, and along 
which are the substantial old homes of the first 
families ot Virgitfia,—manv living on the same 
land, and in some cases in the same houses, 
their fathers and grandfathers did, built in the 
midst of beautiful groves. 

The famous White Sulphur Springs are easily 
reached from Staunton, which are resorted to 
by the wealtny from every section of the South, 
and the Natural Bridge is reached from Lexing- 
ton, some nine miles from it. The t reason 
why | would sooner purchase land here than in 
the West is, that, while it can be purchased as 
cheaply, it is, from its character, location, and 
climate, intrinsically worth much more, and its 
productions, on account of nearness to markets. 
are much more Valuable and sure of sale. 

Southeast of the Blue Ridge, in the Piedmont 
section, and aloug up to Charlottesville, Jeffer- 
son’s old home, all fine grazing and dairv 
country, farms can be purchased from $5 to §25 - 


per acre. 
Around Charlestown and Winchester land 
selis at $35 to $50 per acre, while near Wood- 
stock and Mount Jackson it is held 
considerably higher. There is plenty of 
limestone, which, by burning, manures and re- 
stores the land: roads already constructed, and 
churches aud school-houses already built, aud 
labor cheap and plenty, especially female help 
for the house. Good nouse giris can be hired 
for $1 per week, and cooks who are infinitely 
superior to those usually so stviing themselves, 
in Chicago, are plenty bere at $6 per mouth. 
The climate is much more uniform, and not 
liable to those sudden changes so often ex- 
perienced farther north. Although some four 
de farther south than Chicago. it is un- 
usual lor the thermometer to indicate much 
warmer weather than with us, and, being shvl- 
tered on two sides by ranges of mountains 
which break the bicakness of the winds. its win- 
ter climate is beautiful, oftentimes allowing the 
farmer to continue portions of Ins work during 
every month of the year, enabling him to do 
his work more economicaliy than it hurried by 
he short seasons a late spring and early 
autumn often gives us. 
Ine best evidence of the profit in farming 
here, and that its longcultivation has not great- 
ly deteriorated: its soil, is sbowa dy the pros-

DAIRY PRODUCTS. 


Cheese and Butter Erhibited in the Inter- 
national Fair—Ameridan Dairymen in 
Competition with Those of the Old 


World. 

Ne York Sun, Dec. 3. 

The transformation that was begun in the 
American Institute building at the close of the 
recent exhibition was not ompleted when the 
doors were again thrown’ open to the public 
yesterday afternoon, at the opening of the 
International Dairy Fair. Near the centre 
two pyramids of cheese have been bullt 

“cloy the hungry edge 
the most inveterate 
Just beyond rests the 
giant cheese of the exhibition on a low plat- 
form, built for its accommodation. On tabics 
extending along the interior at the right of the 
central aisle the displays of cheese by exhib- 
tors other than those whose exhibits are men- 
tioned above are shewn. The tables on the left 
of the aisle are mainly devoted to displavs of 
butter. The raised platform extending around 
the interior is divided into sections for the dis- 
play of dairy implements. At the furthcr end 
of the building from the entrance the process 
of cheese-making is to be shown in all its stages. 
Along the south side, just under the spring of 
the arches on which the roof rests, cattle-pens 
have been constructed for the exhibition of the 
various grades of much cows. 

The exhibition comprises—or will comprise 
when the arrangements are com pleted—exhibits 
of cheese, batter, cows, dairy implements, 
models of cheese factories and creameries, etc. 
The display of cheese comprises five classes, the 
classes being subdivided into numbers. Eleven 
‘first prizes are offered for cheese made in the 
various dairying States of the Union, anda 
prize for the best cheese made in the Canadas. 
Another class comprises cheese made on the 
British isies, cheese made on the continent of 
Europe, and cheese in fancy shaves, made any- 
where. Besides, there is a sweepstakes class 
for the best cheese made anywhere,“ and still 
another class Lor the best display of cheese.“ 
And in addition there are valuable special 
premfums offered by outsiders. The butter dis- 
plays are likewise divided into classes and sub- 
divided into numbers. Eleven first prizes are 
offered for dairy implements and models, Six 
first prizes are offered for dairy cows (full 
bloods) and other premiums for cross breeds 
and natives. Prizes are offered under the head 
of miscellaneous for rennets, coloring material, 
and condensed milk. 

The strong feature of the exhibition is cheese. 
cheese varying iu size from the monster above 
mentioned to the little purple ones which are 
used as trimmings on the tall pyramids of 
cheese; cheese varying in strength of flavor 
from the rare old crumbling cheesc, which epi- 
cures nibble with their crocker and coffee, to 
the mild and elastic cheese which has existed 
searcely long enough to acquire a rind; cheese 
varying in intensity of odor from the over- 
poweriug Limburger to that which exhales a 
suggestion of cheese 60 faint that it seems more 
hke a reminiscence than an actuality. Tne 
monster cheese of the exhibition is from the 
factory of J. C. Cooper, at Theresa, N. I. It 
measures four feet in diameter, stands nearly 
two fect high, and weighs about 1,700 pounds; 
yet there are diminutive old cheese on erhibi- 
tion that smell larger than that one measures. It 
was seut to the fair in an iron-bound box, but it 
keeps its shape perfect with no other support 
than that afforded by the 2 The pyra- 
mida! exhipit of H. K. & F. B. Thurber & Co., 

of this city, comprises samples of every variety 
of cheese made in this country or Europe. 
There are the Cheshire, Derby, Wiltonshire, 
Somersetsbire, and other varieties from En- 
gland; the Couda,“ from South Holland; the 
** Monk's Head.“ from France; the “Ballin: di 
Gravina” and the Balle di iugiio,’’ from 
Italy; the “‘Cacia Cavull,“ from South Italy; 
tne Mistrella,”’ from Sicily; and many other 
curious varieties, including the ‘* Stilton,” which 
looks like a length Broken from a buried stone 
column out of the ruins of Balbec. Around the 
base of the pyramid are ten specimens from a 
Whitesvoro (N.Y.) factory, each weighing close 
to a thousand pounds. The exhibit is sur- 
mounted by a life-size figure of a cow, and it 
attracts much attention. The display made by 
Smito & Underimll, also of this city, is less 
showy than Nhat of the Thurbers, but it com- 
prises some samples of the best grades of 
cheese made for general use at some of the) 
best known factories and private dairies of this 
country, M. Folsom, of this city, is also an ex- 
tensive exhibitor. There are, ju all. about 200 
exhibitors of cheese, but the exhibits are not 
ticketed yet. 

The display of butter is very large. The 
Thurbers show Irish butter prepared on the 
Dorset system; Danish butter in tubs; butter 
from Friesland, Holianu; Welsh tubs; Kiel 
butter, trom Denmark; Normandy butter; and 
other varieties. H. D. Sherman & Cos, of Mon- 
ticello, Iud., send samples of butter packed in 
tubs of burr maple, with nickel-plated hinges 
and hoops. There sre 300 packages of fancy 
creamery butter trom Elgin, III., by various ex- 
hibitors. in all there are about 200 entries of 
butter. 

Large sections at the rear of the hall are oc- 
cupied by Messrs. Jones, Faulkner & Ca., of 
Utica, N. I., and Whitman & Burrell, of Little 
Falls, N. I. These exhibitors show complete 
apparatus for making cheése and butter on the 
most improved plans. The processes are to be 
exhibited in all their stages, from the time wnen 
the milkman sits down and says. S0, bos, to 
the time when the boarding-house inmate 
breaks the awful silence of the occasion by 
venturing to sav, “Ahem! may I trouble vou 
for the cheese! Jones, Faulkner & Co. wilt 
have a live dairymaid on exhibition to-dav, and 
A practical cheesemaker from one of the first 
factories in Oneidd County. 

The display of cattle is not large, but is very 
In e in quality. Willtam Crozier, of Northport, 
L. I., exhibits Aryshires, Jerseys, and Guern- 
seys. His cattle oceupv nine pens. S. M. & D. 

ells, of Weatherstield, Conn., make a good 
display of Arvshires. Some fine Holstein cattle 
are exhibited by Thomas Fisher, of New Bruns- 
wick, N. J.; Harry N. Weed, of Stamford, 
Conn., shows some Devon cows; Norfolk and 
Suffolk cattle are exhibited by G. F. Taber, of 
Patterson, N: V.; and Alderueys b} James A. 
Hayt, of the same place. Dr. Bathsgate, of 
Morrisania, exhibits a sacred cow and a calf. 

A pyrantid of 300 sacks of Ashton’s factory- 
filled salt, weighing in all about 60,000 lends, 
is exhibited by Francis D. Moulton & Co., of 
this city. Higgins’ Eureka factory-filled salt 
is also exhibited in considerable bulk. 

Numerous petterns of churns, feed-cutters, 
refrigerators, and other articles used about the 
dairy are on exhibition, occupying the space 
around the hall outside of the main floor. 

A large throng was present in the erening. 
The ball presented a fine appearance. Mr. Fol- 
som, of this city. acting Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, introduced Franklin Ea- 
sou, Chairman of the Committee of arrange- 
ments, who presided.

000,000. Leaving out gold and silver (both as 
exports and imports), in 1876 France imported 
$72,000,000 worth of products of other coun- 
tries as against the imports of the United States 
tor the same year, amounting to 8533, 000, 000, 
vr nearly one-half more. But to pay for this 
she exported $340,000,000 worth of ber produc- 
tions, as against the exports of the United States 
to all countries of $545,000,000, or nearly one-half 
more, leaving a surplus of profit, or Balance of 
trade, of $70,000,000. This was clear profit, be- 
cause France has no foreign debt to pay, and the 
balance of trade in ber favor is not used up in 
paying the interest aud principal of a debt held 
against her abroad, either nationai or municipal.

000, 000, or 
leaving out cotton or tobacco, much more tood 
and raw material than did the United States ex- 
port. The question arises, how are these very 
great results possible? This may be 
told in a word. It is through 
caltivation of the soll.

000,000 are arable, 12,000,000 only are in 
meadows, or, as we say, ficids and grass, 5,000,- 
000 in vineyards, 1,500,000 in orchards and gar- 
dens, 2,250,000 in miscellaneous crops, 20,000,000 
in wood and forest, 500,000 in ponds, 20,000,000 
only may be called heath or waste lands, the 
remainder being for roads, public squares, 
canals, and pleastre grounds, about 7,000,000 
acres.

POISONED SUGARS 
To the Badttor of The Tribune. 

Lake Forest, Dec. 6.—A subject which, at 
the present, so agitates the fraternity of the 
press at the East may appear worthy of some 
consideration at the West. The daily and week- 
ly papers at the East teem with articles in rela- 
tion to the monstrous frauds in sugars and 
sirups. Nothing of the kind has so much inter- 
ested the public mind since the days of the 
whisky frauds; and well it might, for nothing 
has so much concerned the public welfare. 

These frauds may be classed under two heads. 
First, the fraud on the Government Treasury by 
the refiners in evading the payment of legal 
duties, in the importation of raw sugars from 
foreign countries, and the drawbacks on refined 
sugars exported to other lands. This bas been 
done by coloring the imported article, by collu- 
sion with Government agents in weighing the 
sugars, by false sampling, and by allowing re- 
finers to land the sugars at their own docks, 
where they could precipitate them into the boil- 
ing vats without any delay. In exporting, they 
defrauded by false swearing. Some estimate 
these Irduds at $5,000,000 per year. Others say 
that the sum toral for the last féw years would 
amount to $40,000,000, 

The second fraud relates to the adulterations 
and poisoning of the refined sugars Dy poison- 
ous chemicals. The latter most concerns almost 
every man, woman, and child of the nation, for 
almost ali of them use the sugars and sirups 
that come from the refineries. 

A distinguished Government lawyer in New 
York engaged in the investigation cf these 
trauds says: “ibe aduiteratson of sugar is 
carried on to such an extent that the lives of 
our people, especially these of our chéidren, are 
at stake: and it is a subject worthy the atten- 
tion of every man in the Republic. We talk 
about the adulteration of milk; it is nothing 
compared to the adulteration of sugars. The 
poisons that are used in preparing sugars that 
are sold in corner groceries are bound to pro- 
duce diseases which may never be cured.” 

As promised in our first articie, let us now 
turn our attention to these poisonous sub- 
stances. The chemical most complained of, 
and found in greatest abundance in the sugars 
and sirups of the present dav, is the muriate of 
tin. We do not think it is used by all of the re- 
finers, but believe it is by the majority, as it has 
been found in all the sugars and sirups thus far 
analyzed. 

if the muriate of tin is found so extensively 
in our sugarsand sirups by the chemist, the 

uestions arise, Is it poisonous? Willi it cause 

istress to inyalids and infants? and Will it grad- 
ually reduce te an invalid condition those who 
are now in a state of comparative health? To 
these questions we give an aflirmative answer. 
Facts and experiments demonstrate this propo- 
sition. 

Tin in its natural condition is said to be non- 
poisopous, but whenever it becomes oxidized it 
becomes destructive of health aud life. Water 
kept in tin will not oxidize it; therefore it is not 
rendered poisonous by standing in that metal. 
But milk, though perfeetly sweet, will cause 
oxidization; and, if it stands ten ortwelve hours 
in tin, will be affected sufficiently to cause pain 
when drank by the invalid or infant. ‘This, per- 
haps, ig a new idea to some, but if any dyspeptic 
doubt itlet him try the experiment ef freely 
drinknig it after standing in tinware a few hours. 
Any ove can readijy distinguish between the 
taste of that which has stood in tin and stone- 
ware. Hence we see one promfvent reason why 
nurses find so much difficulty in raising infants 
by hand. The miik being kept in tin is poisoued 
by it sufficiently to cause irritation and paiu to 
the delicate and sensitive alimentary organs of the 
child. Where the child is constitutionally frail 
—ofe delicate organization—it will gradually 
produce dyspepsia, marasmus, and Geath. 

Another proof of the injury produced by the 
oxidization of tin is its effect on those invalids 
who eat tomatoes and acid fruits canned iu that 
metal, Ail sach substances oxidize the tin, and 
the salts of the tin are diffused through the 
fruit, rendering it so poisonous that no person 
troubled with weak digestion can eat of it ouce 
without suffering pain, and if a person in ordi- 
nary health makes a daily use of it he will, after 
awhile, be compelled to rank himself with the 
dyspeptic class. Mr. Marriner, a Chicago chem- 
ist, says that even sweet fruits are unit for the 
human stomach if canued in tin. 

Of late years it has been the practice of some 
of the manufacturers of flannels to use the 
muriate of tia to fix their dyes and render them 
permanent in their goods. People who yore 
them soon began to complain of irritation and 
inflammation of the skin, and were compelled 
to discard them. Physicians informed their pa- 
tients that their saflerings were caused by the 
muriate of tin. 

Hence the chemist probably took the hint that 
this article would prove ¢qualiy effective in 
sugar. He tried itaud found it excellent in not 
only fixing the color, but by far the easies; 
and cheapest method of clarfving it 
and giving it the best shade for 
commercial purposes. Without stopping to in- 
quire its effect on the bealth of the consumers, 
some of the refiners adopted its use, and have 
been sending forth immense quantities of sugars 
and sirups loaded with this destructive chemic- 
al. If tin will have such an irritating éffect on 
the comparatively tough cuticle of the skin, how 
pernicious must it prove on the mucous mem- 
brane and nerves of the alimentary organs. Is 
it strange that the peovle of this country are 
becoming a nation of dys eptics! 

Perhaps the reader would like to know more 
detinitely how this chemical effects the object. it 
“is said that the muriate of tin isa chloride. and 
that chlorine bleaches out the sugar aud wuiteus 
it more readily than any other kaown substance. 
‘Very sugars may be whitened by h, and 
made to appear first-class. Bat chiorine is 
simply a bleacher, and it is im portant that some- 
thing should be used to set the color and make 
it permanent. This is accomplished by the com- 
dined action of the chiorine and tim. which, re- 
maining in combination, constitute a better 
agent for fixing the color than anything else 
thus discovered chemist. 

Thus we can readily see why 
men use an article so destructive

They ac- 
count for its presence on the supposition that 
the muriatie acid was used with such strength 
that it oxidized the co vacuum pans in 
in which it was boiled, which became diffused 
throughout the entire mass of the sugar in the 
pans. In one case there was so much copper 
that it had bronzed the tin. Reader! whet 
think you of swectening your tea, coffee, or vat- 
meal with a little verdigris ! 

Another substance with which sugars and 
sirups have been adulterated is glucose. We 
shall consider that in our next article.

THE BANKERS’ NULLIFICATION SCHEME. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

OAO, Dec. 6.—The proposed action of 
the New York banks can no longer leave a rea- 
sonable doubt that the money power aims to 
secure a second demonetization of silver in this 
country. While they can hardly hope to accom- 
plish this result during the present session of 
Congress, there is a plain intention to so ham- 
per its circulation that it will not be received 
on an equal footiag with gold and greenbacks. 
In this way they hope to make its use so incon- 
venient, and so injure its reputation as money, 
that demonetization will soon follow. 

That the Administration sympathizes with 
this movement is evident, pot only from the 
President’s message, but also from the report 
of the Secretary oi the Treasury. 

That Mr. Sherman is-using his official position 
to promote the interest of the bondholders is 
evident from his declaration that, when the 
Resumption act was pas in 1875, gold was the 
only coin which by law was a legal-tender in pay- 
ment of ail debts.“ *** That act, he says, 
‘““contempiated resumption in gold coin ouly. 
No silver coin of full legal-tender could then be 
lawfully issued.” In the gxecution of the 
law, he says, be will feel it to be his duty to 
redeem all United States notes presented on 
and after Jan. 1 next, in sums of not less than 
$50, with either gold or silver coin, as desired 
by the holder,”’—knowing, of course, that all 
will demand gold. 

Mr. Sherman greatly underrates the inéelli- 
geuce of his countrymen if he supposes that whis 
sort of reasoning will conviace them that they are 
under any moral or legal obiigation to pay the 
eutire national debt exclusively in gold. Asa 
lawyer, he must know that the manner of pay- 
ing a debt is a matter of mutual agreement be- 
tween the contracting parties at the time when 
the debt is incurred,—ot by what one party may 
say several years afterwards. 

It is passing strange that John Sherman has 
overlooked orignored the act of 1870, which 
pledged the faith of the nation to redeem the 
debt in the standard coin then existiog, aud that 
of course included silver dollars. The promise 
was to redeem in the com of 1870, not in 
“the gold coin of 1875,’’ which the gemunetiza- 
tion oi silver in 1873 nad appreciated some 20 
per cent. The pledge to pay in com was 
made more than two years before silver was de- 
monetized in 1873, while silver was standard 
money. The Resumption at of 1875 simply 
repeated a pledge it could not repuaiute. The 
coin in which the paper Habilities of the coun- 
try isto be redeemed is s:/ver and gd, which 
constituted the money of the country when the 
act to strengthen tite national credit passed. 
‘bbe subsequent demonetization of silver did 
not alter tne terms of that act. 

All coin obligations were to be paid dollar for 
doliar in the units or their equivalents, as the 
standard in our currency then existed; and the 
ereditor has no right to ask anything differcht. 

As tas been frequently stated, the unit of 
value in our currency, from 1792 to 1873,—a pe- 
riod oi eighty-one years. —was a silver dollar 
containing 37144 graius of pure sülver. The 
weight ot this dollar has fluctuated between 
4124; and 416 grains, owiug to alloy which was 
added for the purpose of giving hardness and 
durability to a metal that would otherwise be 
rapidly worn away from constant use. Until 
the act of 1873, it was with this dollar or its 
equivalent that the value of ali other forms of 
property, including gold and silver bullion, 
grains, iron, laud, labor, obligations, etc:. were 
measured. During this period, although our 
gold coin was made equal with silver as legal 
tender for all debts, it was never the unit or 
standard of value. In fact, we never had a gold 
dollar in our currency until 1849,—$2.50 being 
the smallest gold coin in circulation up to that 
time. 

In 1873, by trickery, the owners of money suc- 
ceeded in stealing through Cgngress a law de- 
monetizing silver,—dropping it from our cur- 
rency. This necessitated the creation of a new 
unit, which was.done by substitucing the gold 
aollar of 23.3 grains of pure gold or 25.8 
of standard (alloyed) gold. 

The Remonetization act of 1878 restored the 
silver dollar to our currency and mace it a legal 
tender, but, gold being retained as the unit, it 
will be seen that all values are now measured bv 
the gold dollar; whereas, previous to 1873, all 
values were measured by the silver dollar,— 
their position being exactly reversed. 

The silver dollar, containing 37144 grains of 
pure silver, being the unit or standard measur- 
ing all values previous to 1873, all coin obiiga- 
tions prior to that time were incurred with the 
fuli knowledge of this fact by both debtor and 
creditor; and fair dealing can only require their 
payment in dollars of this unit or its equivalent, 
and not in gold dollars or their equivalent, as 
Mr. Sherman and the bondholders propose. 

The attempt, therefore, on the part of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to make it appear 
that tue nation is bound to pay its obligations 
exc.uswelyin gold is vot only unworthy of the 
logic of a Cabinet Minister, but his great gen- 
ervsity leaves just ground to suspect his Bon- 
esty.

DEFENSE OF MONO-METALLISM AND Ok- 
MONETIZATION OF SILVER, 


To the Editor af The Tribune. 

La Ports, Ind., Dec. 4.—Your correspondent 
Farmer, in Tae Triscne of Dec. 2, asks sev- 
eral questions, and calis upon any *‘ goid-basis”’ 
man to auswer, and by the heading you have given 
to his letter, ‘‘Gold-Bags, Auswer, you seem to 
invite a reply. Lam nota gold- basis man any 
further than this: that I donot believe gold shoud 
be demonetized in the United States, or prevented 
from ciréalating side by side with silver: but, if 
you will giveme space to do so, I will answer 
oriefly vour ‘* Farmer's” questions. 

(1) ** Why were steps taken to demonetize silver 
atatime whenit was at a premium over gold?” 
Silver, or the old silver dolar rather, was de- 
monetized “ in this country long before the passage 
of the act of 1873. Only afew millions were ever 
coined, and they had not been in circulation for 
more thau a quarter of a century. The legislation 
of 1873, vf which so much complaint has been 
made, simply recognized thé existing condition of 
things by leaving the silver dollar, a coin 
not circulation for thirty years, out 
of the Qoinage act. The charge so constantly 
made, tigt it was passed. *‘ surreptitiously,” is 
utterly prouneivea, faise, and siily. There was 
given to it far more than the usual publicity. It 
was repeatedly read at the desks of both Houses of 
Congress. It was printed no less than thirteen 
times. It was for months, and years even, on the 
files of every member, and in the document-room. 
where every correspondent of every newspaner in 
the United States could have unrestricted access to 
it. Tue simple fact is, that nobody cared anything 
about a dollar that was never seen except as a 
curiosity.

(2) „ls not the present difference between gold 
and silver the result of aemonetization in sturope 
and this country?’ The demonetlzation in 
Europe no nouot aiden in causing the difference, 
but our Government egn scarcely be held respon - 
sibie for what tue States of E do; but, inas- 
much as there was no silver in circulation here 
when ** demonetization™, occurred in this country, 
tae passage of the act 1873 could not possibly 
have any effect. If **demonctization” in 
this country caused tne difference in the values of 
gold and silver, why bas not ** remonetization” 
caused the difference to disappear, at least in part?

One great reason is that silver has not yet, in 
point of fact, been remonetizea. The colgage 
is not free, but severely restricted. The Secre- 
tary keeps it down to the beggarly amount of 
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[It would have been very easy for Congress in 
1873 to have established the European relation 
of 154 of silver to 1 of gold, and then silver 
would have circulated at par with gold. It is 
not true that silver had been disused for thirty 
years previous to 1878. It continued to be 
coined up to the time the act of 1873 dropped it 
out. Previous to 1849. Mr. Packard had never 
seen an American gold dollar in his life. Does 
he not know that, in addition to 8,000,000 of 
silver dollar pieces, there were coined, previous 
to 1854, no less than $77,000,000 of legal-tender 
full-weight half dollars and $17,000,000 of legai- 
tender full-weight quarter dollars? If he is not, 
he ought to post up a little before setting out 
to teach “Farmers.” Is he ignorant of the im- 
portant fact that from 1792 to 1858 Spanish dol- 
lars, halves, and quarters were full legal-tenders 
in this country! And that French 5-franc 
pieces were legal-tenders at about 94 cents for 
any amount? And that German thalers were 
legal-tenders at about 73 cents apiece for any 
amount? Does he not know that there circu- 
lated in the United States for more than sixty- 
five years au average of at least $100,000,000 of 
those foreign legal-tender silver, coins in addi- 
tion to all the American legal silver! 
If he does not, it is high time that he did.—Ep. } 

(5) Inn was honest to paya debt in 1865 
with cold dollars worth 3 per cent less than stand- 
ard silver dollars, is it not honest to pay a debt in 
1878 with the same s silver dollars, espe- 
cially when there is an express option to pay in 
such dollars?“ In 1865 there were no silver doi- 
lars to pay with. They could not be had, and no- 
body expected to be paid in any better coin than 
gold coin. The real, practical question is, If a 
creditor in 1865 was, by the force of circum- 
stances, compelled to receive in payment of debt 
gold dollars worth 3 per cent less than silver dol- 
lars, shali he in 1878 be compelled by law to re- 
ceive silver dollars worth 15 per cent less than gold 
dollars? Ordf in 1865 wheat had been worth three 
cents a bushel less than rye, aud Farmer took 
it as the equivalent of wheat, in payment of « 
debt, there being no rye to be had, must he tnere- 
fore in 1878 take rye as the equivalent of wheat, 
though worth 15 cents less per bushe?? I presume 
Farmer will agree with me in the desire to see 
gold and silver circluate side by side, but we shall 
not see 1t very long, if each dollar of one kind of 
money is worta 100 cents, and each dollar of the 
other kind only 85 cents. J. P.

There 
are no such dollars in circulation, aud no debtor 
is offering any such currency to his creditor.
